GIRL, 4, DIES IN ATLANTA 


Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever 
Claims First ‘45 Victim in State 


The first death of the year in 
this state from Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever, a disease rare in 
Georgia which comes from the 
bite of a tick, occurred last week 
in an Atlanta hospital, the victim 
being a four-year-old girl. 

According to Dr. T. F. Sellers, 
of the state health department, 
another child is suffering from 
the disedse in another Atlanta hos- 
pital and he is investigating a 
reported case in another city. 

The two cases in Atlanta are 
the only ones in the state that he 
knows of. 

Dr. Sellers said that in Georgia 
im 1941 there were 17 cases; in 
1842 six cases; in 1943, eight cases 
and last year 12 cases. 

He said that the disease appears 
in May. June, July and August, 
after ticks have come out from 
winter quarters. He has received 
from the National Health Insti- 
tute a pamphlet describing symp- 
toms, and treatment of the dis- 
e2ne. 


The fever, according to the 
pamphlet, was first recognized in 
the east in 1930, but had been 
long prevalent in the Rocky Moun- 
tains and especially in Montana. 

The disease results from the 
bite of the common tick that you 
often find attached to your dog’s 
ear. Campers, picnickers, chil- 
dren and others who go into the 
woods should be careful to exam- 
ine themselves against any ticks 
which they might pick up. 

While in Montana only one tick 
in 309 is infected with the fever, 
Dr. Sellers estimates that only one 
in 5,000 is infected in Georgia. 

Ticks should be removed with 
gloves, forceps or tweezers, since 
fingers may.be infected shoud 
the tick be crushed. 


Symptoms of spotted fever ap- 
pear four to 12 days after the bite 
of an infected tick. They are: a 
chill,-rapid rise in temperature, a 


severe headache, restlessness, in-

somnia. Three or four days after 
the fever, a skin rash appears, 
pinkish in color, with the individ- 
ual spots small but distinct. This 
rash may spread over the entire 
body, but usually first appears on 
wrists and ankles. The patient 
suffers chiefly from pains in the 
head. Spotted fever is a serious, 
acute illness. 


The National Health Institute, 
according to the pamphlet, has 
perfected a vaccine effective in 
preventing the disease. Private 
physicians or local health depart- 
ments may obtain this without 
charge. The institute has also de- 
veloped a serum said to:be prob- 
ably useful in treatment of the 
disease which may be obtained by 
physicians from the manufacturer. 


The appearance in the east of 
the disease, said the pa:nphlet, 
does not necessarily mearfthat the 
disease is just now spreading, but 
probably that physicians are learn- 


ing to recognize it.

All Conquests, Arms 
Stripped, Joint Council 
To Govern Country 


PARIS, June 5.—(#)—A procla- 
mation issued at supreme head- 
quarters tonight said the Allied 
control council assumed all gov- 
ernmental functions in Germany 
effective at 6 p. m. (12 noon At- 
lanta time) tonight. 

The declaration on assumption 


of authority was signed at Berlin 
by Gen. Eisenhower for the 
United States, Marshal Zhukov 
for Russia, Field Marshal Mont- 
gomery for Britain and Gen. de 
Lattre de Tassigny for France. 

The United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain and France disclosed the 
terms of the agreement at 10 a. m. 
(Atlanta time) and declared they 
were assuming “supreme author- 
ity” over the country. 

They made clear Germany will 
be stripped of arms and her Hit- 
lerian conquests and placed in 
complete Allied control. Of all 
Hitler’s acquisitions, only the Saar 
basin which Germany won through 
a plebiscite remains even theoret- 
ically part of the Reich today. 

Final disposition of Germany’s 
territory and determination of her 
fate await a peace conference. 

The assumption of authority 
does, not mean the annexation of 
Germany, a separate statement de- 
clared. 

Gen. Eisenhower flew to Berlin 
early today to sign the agreement 
and was given a rousing welcome 
by the fallen city’s Russian con- 
queror, Marshal Zhukov. 

The declaration set up a joint 
control council to govern Ger- 
many. 

Germany was divided into four 
occupation zones—Russia on the 
east, France on the west, Britain 
on the northwest and the United 
States on the southwest.

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U. S. Speeds Tempo

GUAM, Wednesday, June 6.—(UP)—American Army, 
Navy and Marine planes flayed the Japanese along a 3,000- 
mile arc from the northern Kuriles through Korea to For- 
mosa in three days of attack, sinking or damaging 12 enemy 
ships while Japan’s sixth city of Kobe still flamed from a 
great Superfort attack, it was disclosed today. 


One of the heaviest assaults in 
months was made against the Ku- 
rile islands by  Aleutian-based 
bombers of the 11th Air Force on 
Monday, while search planes at- 
tacked five ships around Korea 
and Marine rockets hit another 
vessel south of Japan’s main is- 
land of Honshu. 

Naval planes from escort car- 
riers hammered airfields in the 
Sakishima islands between Oki- 
nawa and Formosa Sunday, de- 
stroying five planes on the ground. 
Tuesday’s raids were made by 
Liberators and Privateers south of 
Honshu, where six other ships 
were hit. 


OSAKA HARD HIT 


Reconnaissance reports _ said 
great fires still flamed through 
Kobe, Japan’s greatest port, from 
yesterday’s Superfortress raid that 
set fire to a 10-mile stretch of the 
city’s concentrated industrial dis- 
trict.

End Near 


For Japs on 
Okinawa 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
A complete news blackout on 


the swift American operations on 
southern Okinawa hinted at im- 
portant developmeuts today as 
Japan lost important ground on 
manifold war fronts. 

Reports from Chinu told of new 
Chinese gains along the vital east 
coast and of Japanese withdrawal 
from important industrial sections 
south of Hongkong. The Chinese 
were punching hard to snap Jap 
retreat lines from southeast China. 

Adm. Nimitz strangely omit 
all mention of Okinawa ground 
activity in a delayed communique 
which told only of scattered aerial 
blows against Nippon. 

This extraordinary omission was 
taken to indicate a later an- 
nouncément might be forthcoming 
on the expected end of organized 
resistance on the important island. 
The Japanese at last reports were 
being compressed into the small 
southern tip of the island and 
)were losing their grasp of the 
huge Naha airfield. 

_V. Adm. Mitscher, famous car- 
rier task force commander, said 
in Washington that the Japanese 
suicide plane menace around Oki- 


\nhawa was “daily being reduced.” 


Such’ attacks, he added, are only 
1 per cent effective and will be 
“further reduced.” 

The fast-moving war in China 
was highlighted by Chinese gains 
in the vital Liuchow sector... Chi- 
nese reports said the Japanese 
have pulled out of four major in- 
dustrial towns in the Hongkong 
area only 19 miles inland from 
the south China seacoast. 

Chinese troops swept to within 
21 miles southwest: of Liuchow, 
railway hub and former American 
airbase. A new encirclement threat 
developed as the Chinese recap- 
tured an important point 90 miles 
southeast of the city. These Chi- 
nese were on the outskirts of Ishan, 
43 miles west of Liuchow. . 

The Japanese fled northward 
from Saipu, 70 miles north of 
Chinese-held Foochow, east coast 
port. These Japanese remnants 
were headed for Futing, 55 miles 
southwest of Wenchow port. The 
Chinese claimed the Japanese gar- 
rlson on Yuhawan island, off Wen- 
chow, was liquidated. 

To the north and northwest of 
Liuchow the Chinese were rolling 
toward the Japanese escape rail- 
road. American airmen hammered 
Liuchow for the second day. 

Other Chinese forces were bat- 
tling in the suburbs of Szelo, only 
22 miles from the Indo-China bor- 
der on the southern end of Japan's 
land lifeline to southern Asia. 

British troops, led by tanks, ad- 
vanced five miles in Burma in pur- 
suit of the Japanese fleeing toward 
Thailand.

Prime Minister Churchill disclosed 
today that Britain and the United 
States lent Russia 15 war vessels 
and 40,000 tons of merchant ship- 
ping in 1944 in lieu of acceding 
to the Soviets’ demand for a share 
in the conquered Italian Navy. 


The Prime Minister told the 
House of Commons that he and 
the late President Roosevelt made 
the deal with Premier Josef Sta- 
lin at the Tehran conference. He 
indicated that Russia would have 
the use of the British vessels in- 
definitely.

Yesterday's announcement of the de- 
tails of the program for the occupation of 
Germany serves to eliminate all fears that 
the beaten Reéch might yet be ceded some 
of the territory. which Hitler’s legions 
wrested from weaker neighbors. 


Germany's boundaries have been offi- 
cially placed where they were on Dec. 31, 


1937, before the power-crazed supermen 
set out on their quest for a greater Reich. 


That part of Germany within the pre- 
war boundaries, moreover, faces a long 
period of occupation by Russian, British, 
French and American forces, a period of 
occupation during which Germans will 
come to know the full meaning of the 
term “unconditional surrender.” 


Those who have chafed at the delay 
in announcement of an occupation pro- 
gram are realizing, today, that any under- 
taking of so gigantic a scale must have 
taken so long a time in the preparation. 


The wonder of it is, surveying the scope 
of the comprehensive program which 
Washington, London, Moscow and Paris 
outlined on yesterday, that it has been 
completed so soon. 


The areas of occupation have been 
loosely delineated as follows: Russia, the 
east; Britain, the northwest; France, the 
extreme west; the United States, the 
southwest. The four powers will jointly 
occupy Berlin. 


The occupation program appears, at 
first glance, a splendid one. It has been 
worked out in detail and, while unfore- 
seen exigencies will doubtless arise, seems 
as thorough-going a plan as could be de- 
vised. 


Certainly the fact that the four. powers 
have gotten together on it so amiably 
should serve to lend renewed assurance 
to the peoples of the world and new hope 
to their delegates at San Francisco. 


A Victory for Common Sense 


It is hailed as a victory for the “Varga 
Girl.” a largely undressed young thing, re- 
garded either as a brazen huzzy or a pin- 
up cutie, but we view the U. S. court of 
appeals decision in the Esquire magazine 
case as a victory for common sense. 


The retiring postmaster general had set 
himself up as a court and a judge of our 
morals far beyond the meaning of the au- 
thority which allows him to exclude any- 
thing obscene. In this case the material 
admittedly was not obscene but the post- 
master general excluded the magazine just 
the same. The court said: “We hope this is 
the last time a government agency will at- 


tempt to compel the acceptance of its lit- 
eracy or moral standards relating to ma- 
terial admittedly not obscene.” To that we 
say, “Amen.” 


As for the Varga girl herself, a realistic 
artist friend informed us she is an illusion. 
He says that if she were a real person 
and proportioned to meet the length of her 
legs she would be about 15 feet tall. The 
answer to that, of course, is the rush of 
some 11,000,000 servicemen to pin the 
young lady up on the walls of their bar- 
racks. 


Anyhow, we think the court of appeals 
was correct. 


Virginia's New Board of Pardons 


Following Georgia’s splendid example, 
the state of Virginia this week set into op- 
eration a state board of pardons and re- 
prieves to take jurisdiction over all clem- 
ency matters formerly handled by the gov- 
ernor. 


Virginia has had a state parole board 
for some years but pardons and reprieves 
have heretofore been issued exclusively by 
the chief executive. 


The new board was authorized by a 
constitutional amendment ratified by the 
people after a special investigating com- 
mittee had paid a visit to Georgia and re- 
ported favorably on operation of a similar 
svstem in this state. Unlike Georgia, un- 
der the Virginia constitution separate par- 
don and parole boards are necessary. But 


the membership of the two is interchange- 
able and two of the parole board members 
have been named to the new board of 
pardons and reprieves. In addition, the 
same personnel and machinery for investi- 
gation will be utilized by both boards. 


Georgia is well pleased with the opera- 
tion of its nonpolitical pardon and parole 
board. With but one or two notable ex- 
ceptions, it has rigidly followed a well- 
marked policy of clemency only in cases 
where clemency is indicated. As it con- 
tinues, moreover, it seems to gain inde- 
pendence and self-confidence and to be- 
come increasingly impervious to political 
pressures. 


We congratulate Virginia on its new 
authority and assure Virginians that, giv- 
en half a chance, it will prove its worth.

A Time for Sense, 
And Not Sensation 


Russian newspapers feature prominently the 

growing tide of criticism in some newspapers of 

poses this country—‘“‘Red Tide Threatens to Engulf 

Christianity,” that an “aggressor” Russia may invade Alaska... 
and so on. 


It is not now dangerous. It may never become dangerous. But 
it is not a happy situation. And it could become a dangerous one. 


The writers and speakers who so carelessly play with the fires 
of hatred and fear are playing also with the lives of millions of 
children of today. 


As an American I would not like to live in Russia, I do not 
care for the Russian form of government. I cannot understand their 
restrictions on a free press and on free speech. A nation with a 
secret police force system also is objectionable to me. 


‘ But, whatever it is, it is the Russians’ business. 


And it ought to be obvious that Christianity is not in any danger 
of being engulfed by Russia; that Alaska is not going to be invaded. 


We had a “Red scare” in 1919 and went around arresting hun- 
dreds of persons setting off riots and holding sensational and fool- 
ish trials. 


Thisitime there seem to be some who would set us off on a 
campaign to save Christianity or Alaska from the Reds. They are 
not sure which. 


It is a time for sense, not sensation. 
Reds Communism, as established in Russia by the revolutionists 
headed by Lenin, was a pure Communism. The state 
owned everything, everyone received the same compensation. 


It didn’t work. When Lenin died and Stalin took over, there 
was a modification of this Communism. Today the state still owns 
all the industries. But it was necessary to recognize human nature. 
Today the people who do the best work and produce the most, make 
the most money. The men with managerial skills are compenseted 
at a higher level, some salaries ranging to an equivalent to $25,000 
or better per year. It was found that the human desire to own a 
piece of land was strong, and so that was met by allowing people 
to own and will to their heirs small land holdings. 


I do not believe Russia will, within the next several generations, 
get away from State Socialism. Perhaps she never will. But it is 
almost inevitable there will be a further departure from pure Com- 
munism as Russia begins to produce and sell great quantities of con- 
sumer goods. When standards of living rise there is an immediate 
effect on the behaviorism of a people. 


In France there is a Communist party which; before the war. 
was strong enough to force a popular front government. The word 
Communism there does not at all mean the Communism of Lenin. 
In China there is a large Communist party. It is composed entirely 
of farmers and the basis of it is not communal, of Communist owner- 
ship of land, but individual ownership. 


So, it ought to be obvious that Communism means a different 
thing in different countries, but in all places where it has gained 
a foothold, or where it exists at all, it exists on a basis of poverty, 
a sense of injustice, a bitterness toward the existing government, a 
failure of government to meet the needs of its people, or a combina- 


tion of all. 

America There are, in America, a few thousand Communists. 
Tn all my life, so far as I know, I have met two per- 

sons who admittedly were of that political and economic persuasion. 

Their numbers are not increasing with any celerity. 


Why would any American who believed in his country and its 
destiny accept the Communistic doctrine? You can bring it into a 
country in suitcases. You cannot force it on unwilling, aware peo- 
ple. Perhaps I am densc on the subject, but I do not see how Com- 
munism can thrive anywhere if there are not those who will accept 
it. I know a lot of countries where I think it will make great 
headway in one or more forms. I think it will make headway 
whether Russia assists it or not. There are great forces loose in the 
world and peoples have been aroused by this war to an awareness 
of injustice and of maladjustments in life. Russia could not stop 
this force if she wished. 


The way to keep Communism out of a country is not by a lot of 
hysterical nonsense, but by seeing to it that the government of this, 
or any other country, is one which suits the people. A depressed, 
distressed people will accept anything that looks better than what 
they have got.

: \ What a Difference 
One Year Can Make! 


For the past three years a part of me has 
been very far from Atlanta and Decatur, Ga. It 
has been with that only son of mine who, for 


all those three years, has been on the far side of a broad ocean, 


contributing his little share to the task which reached its climax 
when the German army surrendered and organized warfare in 
Europe came to an end. 


His has been a very minor role, one of the millions of boys in 


American uniform who have done their duty, quietly and without 


notice as individuals. Yet it is that performance of duty by all 
of them which added up to victory. With a little aid from all of 
us at home who worked and saved and bought war bonds and con- 
tributed to various war causes and tried to send, with our letters, 
some little help of the spirit to those who did the real job. 


Today is June 6, 1945. Anniversary of D-Day on the beaches 
of Normandy. That was the day that boy of mine, with thousands 
of his comrades, first set foot on the soil of France. Since then he 
has been in other countries. Luxembourg, Belgium, Germany and, 
now, Czechoslovakia. — 


It has, I-know, been a year of experience he can never forget. 
I have never, really, envied him the danger, but now it is over, 
when, at last, he is home once more, there will be a little envy of 
the experience. 


The year just passed has wrought a great change in his way 
of life. 


He wrote me a letter one year ago. It was 


The First Letter written on board a ship lying in a British 
harbor on the Sunday before that Tuesday which will always be 
a date of such historic significance. It was the longest letter he 
ever wrote. He was not quite so reserved as is his custom. He 
told he was scared, scared more that he might fail in his assign- 
ment and let the other fellows down, than he was scared for him- 
self. 

But I have talked, since then, with others who were on that 
beach. I have read of what his unit, his battalion, did. And I 
know he did not let them down. 

There was a postscript to that letter, written in France 12 days 
later, just before he mailed it. “I'll write to you from Paris on 
July 4,” he wrote. Too optimistic, as it proved, but his outfit was 
one of the first of the U. S. to enter the French capital. 

His letters since then have told the story, item by item. He was 
with Hodges’ First Army. The Army of so many “firsts.” 

Now his battalion has been reassigned to Patton’s Third. They 
have been overseas a long time. I suppose all of the original mem- 
bers of the unit have well over 100 of those discharge points. So 
it is logical to presume they will not go to the Pacific. That is 
possibly the reason for the change of assignment. A little while 
longer in Europe. ,Then home to stay. We hope.

Their leisure hours are plentiful, he writes. For the Czechs 
and the Slovenes, the people of Pilsen, are so eager to be friendly 
with their American liberators they do all the work. They keep 
the American trucks clean and polished and well serviced. They 
keep the buildings and the rooms neat and clean and the lads in 
the American uniforms have little or no policing of barracks or 
of area to do. 

There is a dance for them, once a week, and they have their own 
broadcasting station and many people of entertaining talent for their 
USO shows, to say nothing of the visiting stars. Marlene Dietrich 
was there when he wrote. 

“T am living the life of a king,” he concludes his most recent 
letter, “but I don’t want it.

Japs Hope for Big-5 Split 


WASHINGTON—One obvious effect of the almost daily reports 
of new rows among the Allied “Big Five” is to prolong the war 
with Japan. 

For at least a year preceding V-E Day the only German hope 
was that a split would occur between Russia and the Anglo-Saxon 
nations, and there is abundant evidence that Japan now is not only 
banking on this same possibility but is doing everything in its power 
to bring it about. we 

The steady stream of headlines for six weeks past, telling of 
deadlocks in the San Francisco Conference, have been grist for 
the Japanese diplomatic mill and even more so are incidents such 
as the present armed violence in Syria and Lebanon. 

Certainly the Japanese right now are watching with all their 
eyes to see whether Gen. Charles DeGaulle succeeds or fails in 
his effort to draw the Soviet in on his side. And Japan probably 
would not be wrong in a suspicion that the troubles of Britain and 
the United States in the Levant have stiffened Russia’s determina- 


tion to have her way at San Francisco. 

+43 : Comment of the British writer, “Veritas,” last 
A British View week was devoted entirely to the way in 
which inter-Allied disputes are being exploited by the Japanese 
to the conclusion that “it is perfectly consistent with long-term 
Japanese policy—apart from the immediate military danger—that 
Tokyo should now pay court to Moscow. It is perhaps worth noting 
that Japanese flattery of Russian prowess has become more fulsome 
as inter-Allied difficulties in Europe have increased. 


“Certainly Japan would give a great deal to buy off Russia now 
during the deadliest crisis in Japanese history and to buy a future 
Russian alliance as a means of climbing back to the status of a 
great power. She may well be offering vast economic concessions— 
at the expense of China. ‘ 

“On the other hand, Russia is not likely to have forgotten Port 
Arthur and the humiliation of the Russo-Japanese war, and ob- 
servers report that the rank and file of the Red army are taking 
it for granted that they will be fighting the Japanese by the end 
of the present year.” 

As “Veritas” points out, the Japanese ever since V-E Day have 
been busily engaged in shaking off Fascist trappings. On May 15 
the Tokyo foreign office announced that the tripartite pact among 
Japan, Germany and Italy, and 11 other related agreements, “are 
deemed to have ceased to be effective.” Also, it has been an- 
nounced that the Imperial Rule Assistance Association, Japanese 
counterpart of German Brownshirt and Italian Blackshirt terrorism, 
has been disbanded. 


Explaining a statement by For- 
eign Minister Shigenori Togo 
that Japan now holds herself released from all Nazi entanglements, 
a foreign office spokesman said this “represents his realistic diplo- 
matic reactions to the changes that have taken place both in the 
European situation and the line of policy followed by the German 
leaders. . .. The foreign minister will probably follow up with 
similar realistic moves toward China and the U. S. S. R.” 

On May 23 a Japanese commentator, who specializes on Rus- 
sian relations, wrote that the reason for Russian success in the 
European war, whereas she had failed so ignominiously in her 
earlier war with Japan, “is attributable to the fact that the same 
Russians were completely regenerated by the Soviet system.” 


On the same line the newspaper Asahi declared that “the Rus- 
sians’ racial characteristics, especially their fortitude, have much in 
common with the racial characteristics of Asiatic peoples. ... Most 
races in the U. S. S. R. are young people and they have many 
Asiatic elements in them.” 

Coincidentally, the newspaper Mainichi was telling its readers 
that the way the Allies were handling the Polish question showed 
what was in store for China. Allied occupation of her soil, it said, 
“would mean the final doom of the Chinese people.” The only hope 
of avoiding this catastrophe lay in “sincere” Chinese co-operation 
with her Asiatic neighbors, Japan and Russia. 

It is unlikely that Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, after stand- 
ing virtually alone against the worst that Japan could send against 
him for nearly eight years, will be won over now by Nipponese 
blandishments, but the Japanese may have some basis for hoping 
that differences between China and Russia will arise to help them 
out. 

Also, they hope that Russia will become so disgusted with the 
bickering over European territorial spoils that she will decide to 
break away and make a deal with Japan in the Far East.

NEW YORK.—Continuing our 
study of President Truman’s pro- 
posal to buy votes and bribe shift- 
less and spendthrift war workers 
not to tax his courage and compe- 
tence by disorderly conduct, let 


us consider, among other items, an 
indiscreet open letter addressed to 
me last summer, Mr. Truman has 
asked congress to provide liberal 
pensions for millions who will be 
classified as “unemployed” dur- 
ing the conversion period, although 
the maintenance of the 40-hour 
week and the overtime and bonus 
schedules was supposed to pro- 
vide each individual with a roll 
of fall-money to see him through 
the crisis. In other words, it was 
agreed that war plant workers 
should be greatly overpaid and 
tactily admitted that they were 
extravagantly overpaid while the 
servicemen were fighting and toil- 
ing for service pay. The theory 
was that when “the boys” began 
to come home the of Se ngpcee tf 
workers would withdraw graceful- 
ly and the unemployed would use 
their savings to support them- 
selves, 


My letter is a mimeographed 
handout from the organizing com- 
mittee of the United Auto Work- 
ers, of the CIO, Hercules plant, 
Canton, Ohio, and is signed “Jim- 
my the Sweeper.” The date is 
July 21, 1944, 


The United Auto Workers, inci- 
dentally, has about the worst rec- 
ord of all in the matter of strikes 
in war factories. It is, moreover, 
the organization which defended 
that unspeakable thug, liar and 
convicted criminal who changed 
his identity by chagging his name 
to Thomas V. de Lorenzo, who de- 
fiantly affirmed that he would let 
American fliers perish for lack of 
planes rather than sacrifice any 
advantage won by his union. 


Jimmy, the Sweeper, advised me 
in his open letter that his pay had 
been raised from $28 to $64 a 
week,. in other words almost 
trebled, and that he had received 
bonuses of $215 for reasons which 
he did not state. A sweeper is by 
no stretch of the imagination té be 
regarded as a skilled worker or a 
hero of the production front. All 
he does is sweep. If his union is 
alert it limits the width of. his 
broom as the pajnters limit the 
width of a paint brush, lest he 
turn out too much work and it 
likewise keeps a watch lest he kill 
the job by sweeping too fast. A 
sweeper is of the lowest order of 
intelligence and _ skill. “Produc- 
tion,” which is to say the amount 
of.trash that he sweeps in a given 
period, is the only measure of his 
value as a worker. At this point 
we have to give up trying to un- 
derstand how Jimmy could be 
worth $64 a week or deserve a 
bonus of $215 and fall back on 
the explanation that he was sup- 
posed to save a considerable part 
of this money for his spell of post- 
war unemployment. Now, how- 
ever, we discover through Mr. Tru- 
man that the people, including the 
servicemen, of course, have been 
swindled because, whether he 
spent the velvet or put it into 
bonds or the bank, we still may 
have to pay Jimmy a dole almost 
equal to the pay that he got when 
he was paid what he was worth. 

Proceeding to another item in 
Mr. Truman’s message to congress, 
we find him recommending emer- 
gency unemployment pay to a 
class of workers whose war-time 
pay was the subject of furious re- 
sentment by the officers and en- 
listed sailors of the Navy’s arm- 
ed guard detail aboard the mer- 
chant vessels and among soldiers 
who sailed on these vessels to the 
fronts overseas. There has been 
a planned and directed effort to 
deny the very figures which the 
National Maritime Union, of the 
Communist front, was boastfully 
advertising to merchant sailors two 
years .ago in a campaign for new 
members. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, now resuming 
her political activity, recently at- 
tempted to argue that “in the long 
run, the average Navy man has as 
much for himself and his family 
in the course of a year as the 
merchant seaman.” 

This line that was adopted by 
the Maritime Union when its own 
boasts aroused naval enlisted sail- 
ors who sailed aboard the same 
vessels, sometimes on inferior ra- 
tions, for painfully inferior pay 
and under strict discipline.

Allies Need a 


ROSENHEIM, Germany. — Any 
conscientious newspaper reader at 
home has a clear over-all picture 
of events than the traveling re- 


porter in Europe, for Europe is 
divided not into states, but into 
tightly closed Army corps areas 
each without intercommunication 
even within their own parts ex- 
cept at the higher military levels. 
Each has its own newspaper for 
the armed forces, but even the 
news, except from home, is large- 
ly confined to that specific area. 
So what is read in the Mediterra- 
nean theater, for instance, is un- 
known in southern Germany, etc. 


One can, however, observe de- 
tails in an attempt to ascertain 
the pattern of the whole. The de- 
tails repeat themselves with var- 
iations, but they do not add up 
to a consistent pattern. Every- 
where they reveal glaring incon- 
sistencies which are the result of 
the lack of policy not only among 
the Allies but within each Allied 
zone, 

This lack has been given the 
name of realism. Actually it is 
rule of the thumb. Anyone 
trained in systematic thought 
could have foreseen actually what 
is happening. This column has 
pounded, throughout the war, on 
the dangers of dividing Europe 
into several occupational zones, 
each free to carry out its own 
plans, and it has predicted such a 
Situation inevitably would give 
rise to tensions which Would be 
exploited to widen every breach. 

Now, that which must have 
happened by the very nature of 
things is happening and counsels 
us to avoid reality—expressions of 
solidarity uttered at San Francis- 
co, London and Washington are 
useless unless translated into re- 
vised actions. 

Nowhere is this clearer than in 
Austria. All the Allies agreed that 
non-Nazi Austria would be free 
and independent. This in itself 
was a questionable policy in the 
long run, for without radical 
changes in the pre-Hitler European 
economic and political organiza- 
tion, an independent Austria had 
small chance of survival and we

But it is at least a beginning 
of reconstitution of nations. Ac- 
tually, however, we are discreat- 
ing any Austria. There are at 
present three Austrias—British, 
American and Russian—and real- 
ly more because every corps zone 
is governed by military organiza- 
tions, each making up its own 
policy as it goes along. Even vil- 
lage administrations differ accord- 
ing to the ability and imagination 
of the local captains. Since Aus- 
tria is so small, atomization be- 
comes glaring. One can push off 
in a jeep from any center and in 
two hours will have reached the 
Closed frontier behind which are 
Russians and British. Even in 
American and British zones no 
common proclamations have been 
made public, 


But the Austrians, not so divid- 
ed in population, were caught 
where we find them. Thus tens 
of thousands of Viennese or per- 
sons from the Russia area are in 
the summer resorts in the British 
and American areas while their 
friends, relatives, property, and 
families are in the Russian zone. 
They try and occasionally succeed 
in moving from one zone to an- 
other and as they move they bring 
stories which cannot be checked 
for veracity. But since there is 
a curiosity regarding the un- 
known part of human nature, they 
are questioned voraciously and 
each Austrian asks himself wheth- 
er it is true the Russians are mov- 
ing out all Viennese machinery, 
the starving Vienn®se are having 
double rations, the theaters are 
open in Vienna, apartments are 
looted, etc., and unquestionably 
the same contradictory reports 
spread to Vienna from the Anglo- 
American zones. 


Europe, not historically, econom- 
ically or culturally, is divided into 
Army corps areas which are en- 
tirely arbitrary and the policy of 
one Ally has acute repercussions 
on the immediate problems of the 
others, 


The Polish question, for exam- 
ple, is not just a problem arguable 
for certain predilections, but is 
something immediate and acute in 
terms of actual food administra- 
tion problems, which also exists 
in middle Europe. The problem 
of displaced persons is the great- 
est and most immediate headache 
in western Europe. Although Po- 
land is in the Russian zone, at 
least a million Poles are in Amer- 
ican and British zones either as 
released slave workers or soldiers 
of whom 100,000 are .in Italy 
alorie. 

They are Allies, but under pres- 
ent conditions are actually state- 
less. An overwhelming majority 
of them do not want to return to 
Poland as it is, and after years of 
mistreatment or heavy fighting 
have spread rage and frustration 
all about them amongst other dis- 
placed persons. Their reaction is 
absolutely normal, and it cannot 
be argued away by discussions of 
a higher policy. If can be dissi- 
pated only by creation of a toler: 
able situation. 

This is but one example where 
lack of common principles and 
policy for staff and organization 
creates constant disillusionments 
resulting in changes at the front 
and preparing for the release of 
forces that thrive on chaos. Those 
forces are not revolutionary, but 
are exactly subversive — subver- 
sive to any kind of organized so- 
ciety. : 
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Can Russia 
Be Trusted? 


PRINCETON, N. J., June 5.— 
The American people, a prominent 
American has declared, know too 
little about Russia. The same 
thing can undoubtedly be said of 
the Russians’ knowledge of the 
United States. | 

There is evidence, however, that 
Russian leaders have failed to al- 
low for public reaction in this 
country to their recent actions and 
demands at San Francisco. 

Up until the San Francisco con- 
ference, successive surveys of 
American public opinion, covering 
a three-year period, dealing with 
the Soviet, showed a growing feel- 
ing of friendliness toward aussia 
among the people in this country. 

This was especially emphasized 
in the trend of findings on the 
question: 

“Do you think Russia can 
be trusted to co-operate with 
us after the war?” 

In early March, when senti- 
ment on this question was last re- 
ported by the Institute, 55 per 
cent, or a comfortable majority, 
answered in the affirmative. In 
fact the March survey marked a 
high point in our friendly feeling 
toward Russia—a far cry from 
March, 1942, when a survey on 
the same question brought an af- 


firmative reply from only 39 per Ms 


cent. 

Today, however, a survey across 
the nation on the question finds 
a sharp drop—10 _ percentage 
points—among those who think 
Russia can be trusted to co-oper- 
ate with us. Right now, the figure 
falls short of a majority of all 
votes.

It is interesting to note that the 
decrease in confidence in Russia's

Is Not Reassuring 


WASHINGTON—These are critical and trying 
times in Washington for the interests of the citi- 


zen—you and you and you and you,

There has been a manifest letdown—entirely natural, of course— 


as a result of the end of the war in 


Europe. Every newspaper carries 


photographs and interviews with generals and privates long identified 


with the war in Europe. 
Over and they are home. 


There is, for these days, a sort) 
of respite for all of us, even 
though we know so many of those 
generals and privates are here 
only for a few days. Then they 
will go on to the big war in the 
Pocific. We are reminded of that 
war, too, Sy dispatches about the 
slow progress on Okinawa and the 
Japanese suicide squadrons. 

We hope that will be over be-~ 
fore too long. 

We are, for the moment, like the 
boxer with his guard down tempo- 
rarily. That once cost Gentleman 
Jim Corbett the world champion- 
ship. He looked backward into 
the galleries, and Bob Fitzsimmons 
landed. 

This is important for the Japa- 
nese war, which presumably is still 
a long and gruelling fight, so that 
we've still got to keep our guard 


It is important also for things 
happening here at home, in con- 
gress. 

For this is the hour of danger, 
with the strong temptation to let 
down and look away for a mo- 
ment. This is the time when 
those will move in who have been 
waiting for their chance to capi- 
talize on war weariness to break 
down protections set up for the 
common interests, to block certain 
projects, especially in the field of 
international co-operation. 

They are already moving in, and 
in force. 

The atmosphere of Washington 
—the relaxation of vigilance, the 
temper of eongress, and the ex- 
ploitation of these by selfish inter- 
ests—is reminiscent of that which 
followed the last war. This has 
its norm of “normalcy,” even 
though the war isn’t over yet this 
time. That comes from one who 
saw “normalcy” begin. 

The scene here has suddenly be- 
come thick with important issues. 
They will be important for every- 
body for a long time to come. As 
you check them off, you discover 
an atmosphere of danger that be- 
comes alarmifg. You can almost 
hear the whetting of the knives of 
those who have been cutting 
where they could during the years, 
and with some success, a little here 
and a little there. 

Now they are out for the real 
business. 


They smile into the camera now that it is 


for continuing the OPA, which has 
successfully held the line, under 
considerable difficulties, against 
such inflation as proved so dis- 
astrous after the last war. There 
are those out to kill off or cripple 
that and “fet off the brakes.” 

The house is beginning to con- 
sider the Bretton Woods afree- 
ments for an international bank 
and stabilization fund to refinance 
world rehabilitation and there are 
those—particularly in the senate— 
who would kill it through indirec- 
tion, by amendments and reserva- 
tions. 

The Senate Finance Committee, 
after public hearings, is getting 
ready to consider the bill to extend 
the reciprocal trade program for 
lowering tariffs. The prospects— 
unless someone sees the light 
quickly—are that its provisions for 
lowering tariffs still further (an- 
other 50 per cent) will not sur- 
vive in committee and may not 
escape on the floor later. This is 
an important part of the triple 
program of international co-opera- 
tion, along with Bretton Woods 
and the San Francisco charter for 
a world security organization. 

President Truman has asked for 
an adequate unemployment com- 
pensation program for those who 
lose their jobs during reconversion, 
which already has started. The 
President proposed a compromise 
between a fe@eral and a state pro- 
gram. Those who defeated it a 
year ago, despite the kindness 
they had shown previously to big 
business in reconversion, are or- 
ganized to stop it again. 

This is no time to let down the

sands: some talked to the Coast 
Guard boat coxswains about the 
pretty redhead back home; others 
sharpened their sheath knives; 
those who were not asleep below 
decks listened to the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s invasion speech, 
which came over the air when 
the fleet was 18 miles from the 
Germans’ big guns in France. 

BBC was broadcasting “Tristan” 
during the hours before the land- 
ings were made. “Funny war 
we’re fighting, isn’t it?” said one 
lad standing near the ship’s radio. 
“To think we are about to tangle 
with a people who write such 
beautiful music. Trouble is they 
fight just as well as they compose. 
I wonder if Germany will ever be- 
come a decent, ,cultured country 
again?” The speaker wore the 
Purple Heart from action in North 
Africa. 

At 5 p. m. our soldiers went 
over the side into Coast Guard as- 
sault boats. Even nature was 
against them that morning. The 
sky was dull gray and angry, as 
if Berlin had been in secret com- 
munion with the weather man. 
The channel was dangerously 
choppy, making some men seasick 
just to look at it. These first men 
began their fight 10 miles out and 
two hours from land, trying to 
muster up courage despite their 
nausea. Some boats swamped and 
went down on the way in, some 
loaded boats were sunk in ap- 
proaching waters by the famous 
German 88s’ gunfire, and the most 
fortunate started land fighting up 
to their neck in water. 

Men were cut down as their 
landing craft dropped the ramp, 
or died wading through the high 
surf. Then they were pinned down 
for hours on the beach’ while thé 
“supermen,” from high command- 
ing positions, gnawed this line of 
first men into a dirty mess of hu- 
man carnage. Many First Division 
units suffered more than 30 per 
cent casualties in the first hour 
of fighting. 

It was at this crucial moment, 
when the word “Dieppe” was pass- 
ing through every soldier’s mind, 
that Brig. Gen. George A. Taylor, 
assistant division commander of 
the assault group, said: “Hell, 
we're dying here on the beach. 
Let’s move inland and die.” 

The First Division did. And to- 
day, little white crosses stand 
over hundreds of gallant Red 1 
men in every inland cemetery 
across northern Europe, from Nor- 
mandy through to western Ger- 
many.

In Atlanta Stores 


Ninety per cent of Atlanta’s re 
tail food stores had no meat balls, 
net to mention beef, veal, lamb 
and pork, May 15, a survey by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
revealed. 

Things may be looking up, how- 
ever, according to a War Food Ad- 
ministration report that the Army 
slightly is reducing its “set aside” 
meat orders. This cut in govern- 
ment requirements will mean 
more meat for civilian consump- 
tion, the WFA pointed out. 

In Atlanta stores, only frank- 
furters and bologna were plentiful 
in mid-May. Six out of 10 retail 
stores had no stocks of butter. In 
55 other large American. cities, 
particularly in the southeastern 
and New England regions, meat- 
less menus were common. The 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific coast 
areas had the largest stock of 
meat. 

Atlanta retailers reported no 
shortages of canned corn, green 
and wax beans, tomato catsup and 
chili sauce, tomato juice, evapo- 
rated milk, margarine, shortening, 
and cooking and salad oils. Sup- 
plies of canned vegetables, most 
juices and other staple foods re- 
mained ample in other cities sur- 
veyed. 


Columbus Firm To Ship 
Lumber Supply Abroad 


COLUMBUS, Ga., June 5.—(4, 
The Columbus Terminal and For- 
warding Company has accepted a 
contract to handle more than 10,- 
000,000 feet of lumber for ship- 
ment overseas.

Rep. John Lesinski, of Michigan, 
who is chairman of the House 
|Committee on Invalid Pensions, 
‘has a bill in the house (H. R. 127) 
providing for adjusted service 
‘credits (a bonus) to be given to 
veterans in the nature of non- 
transferable bonds. Sen. Joseph 
Guffey, of Pennsylvania, also has 
a bonus bill in the senate (S. 675). 
\It would provide one year’s pay 
for every ex-service man and 
‘woman. Those with less than one 
year’s service would get a propor- 
tionate amount. The latest bonus 
Suggestion is Rep. Rankin’s, of 
Mississippi, $20-a-week - for-a- ycar 
“adjusted compensation,” payable 
to veterans of 90 days or more 
‘service. Offhand, it seems to have 
the best chance of any of being 
accepted, 


Representative Jerry Voorhis, of 
California, wants servicemen to 
save. His idea, put into words in 
H, R. 143, would establish a sys- 
tem of saving through deductions 
from pay—each dollar saved to be 
matched by the government with 
an additional dollar, Entire 
amounts would go to purchase non- 
interest-bearing bonds in the sol- 
dier’s name. 

There’s a proposal that 122,900,- 
000 smackers be appropriated to 
provide enough national cemeteries 
so there’ll be at least one in every 
state. The dough will also be used 
in part to improve existing na- 
tional cemeteries. 

Sen. Hill, of Alabama, is propos- 
ing an expanded national ceme- 
tery program (S. 524) and he is 
using a study made by the quar- 
termaster general’s office; $109,- 
000,000 is proposed for new ceme- 
teries, about $1,700,000 for im- 
provements, $9,000,000 for operat- 
ing personnel, and $2,800,000 for 
funeral eequipment and transpor- 
tation. 


The last items—funeral equip- 
ment and transportation — are 
needed to handle the return of 
many war dead. The way the re- 
port read to me, it proposed that 
all war dead in any war theater 
would be returned if 70 per cent 
or more of the next of kin re- 
quested such return. But if the 
requests are fewer than 70 per 
cent, then each individual request 
will be honored. The remaining 
dead would be buried in perma- 
nent national cemeteries in the 
several theaters of war. 


Rep. Mills, of Arkansas, made a 
proposal sometime back that ex- 
service men and women should be 
made eligible for compensation 
payments for disease or injury suf- 
fered within five years after dis- 
charge. He introduced legislation 
(H. R. 2015) to do this. The bill 
also proposes compensation for 
widows, children and dependent 
parents of servicemen who die 
from such disabilities within five 
years aftér discharge. Nothing has 
come of the proposal—yet.
